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DETAILED ACTION 

The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: the steps referring to distillation device e.g., only: 
"introducing ..into a distillation device.." claimed in claim 9 are not positively recited in 
the specification. 

Claims 12 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

That the temperature at the top of the collection column is kept within +1 0 C in 
claims 12 & 14 provides for ambiguity and confusion. That is, the temperature is at; -J 0 
C? 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 9-1 1 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over EP 0778255. 

EP '255 discloses the method/process as claimed. See the abstract, and the 
claims at cols. 11-12. EP '255 at column 3, lines 38-46, and column 3, lines 55-58, 
through column 4, lines 1-12, for examples, further discloses the amounts of mixed 
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gas (corresponding to the claimed reaction gas) supplied or introduced into the acrylic 
acid collection tower 101 , and the amounts of the aqueous medium used respectively 
(corresponding to the claimed step of "adjusting at least one selected from the group 
consisting of an amount of water distilled from the distillation device, an amount of the 
reaction gas supplied before collection, an amount of the aqueous medium used, and a 
water content in the aqueous medium..". While the claimed <1 .25 is not positively 
disclose, however, column 11, lines 10-13, and the Examples and Comparative 
Examples of EP '255 all mention the amount or concentration of the acrylic at the top 
and at the bottoms of the tower which tells an artisan that an optimum range relative to 
the top and bottoms acrylic values exists.[Any experimentation done to find this 
optimal range is of the essence within the skilled of the art]. 

Claims 12 and 14 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Sakakura et al discloses a process for recovering chemical products including 
(meth)acrylic acid or (meth)acrylic acid esters.
